HE 26th of laft Month, the Duke of 

Vendome decamp’d from Medoli to ad- 

vance to Caftiglione. The Army march’d 

in 3 Columns, the firft on the Left was 

compos’d of all the Foor, that in the 
middle of all the Horfe, and the 3d of the Baggage. 
Inthat Order they travers’d a Plain2 Miles broad, the 
Enemy who were within twice Cannon-fhot making 
no motion to attack them. Being come to the Moun- 
rain of Solferino, the Foot turn’d to the Left along 
the fide of the Mountain towards Caftiglione, being 
follow’d by the Baggage ; and the Horfe remain’d in 
the Plain in Battalia, till thofe 2 Columns had fil’d 
off, and then took up their Quarters in Solferino and 
a neighbouring Village. The Head Quarters were 
fix'd at Caftiglione, where 5 Brigades of Foot were 
potted, as were 4 others at the Village of Exenta 2 
Milcs from Caftiglione, and 2 others in the Caffines 
between thofe 2 Places. The 27th the 2 Armies lay 
ftill: But the 28th the Enemy abandon’d ene- 
dole, and caus’d their Left to march towards Calci- 
nato. The Duke of Vendome went to take a View 
of them, and perceiving they were advancing with 
Expedition towards Lonato, he order’d Prince Pio, 
Major General of the King of Spain’s Troops, to 
march with 4 Brigades of Foot and 6 Cannon, and 
poffefs himfelf of the Caffines that are on the rifing 
Grounds on this fide of Lonato; from which rifing 
Grounds it was difcover’d the Enemy were arriv’d 


near that little Town, and had pofted a Body of — 


Foot in the Ditch of it. They are encamp’d with 
their Right at Montechiaro, and their Left at Lona- 
to, having before them a Naviglio call’d the Foffa 
Seriola, the Banks of which ferve them for an In- 
trenchment. The King’s Army are poffefs'd of the 
Hills from Exenta where they have their Left, near 
ro the Lake of Garda, and are lodg’d in Caffines fo 
advantagionfly firuared, that the Troops are pofted 
almoft as in a regulac Camp. The Horfe, 2 Bri- 
gades excepted that are ac Exenta, are at Rivolrella 
én the Border of the Lake of Garda, and in a neigh- 
bouring Village. The Encmy have been 2 Days and 
2 Nights in Order of Ratde, without Tents, expos'd 
to the Weather, and did not begin till the Day be- 
fore Yefterday to lodge themfelves in the Villages 
and Caffines of the Ground they are on. They 
have pofted a ftrong Body along the Naviglio to 
prevent our pafling it. The 3 Days that the Armies 
have facd each other, they have cannonaded each 
other inceffantly : But with great Difadvantage to 
the Imperialifts, becaufe they are expos'd on the 
Plain, whereas the King’s Troops are cover'd by the 
Hills. Defercers that came to us laft Night, report 
the Enemy have had above 300 Men kill'd by our 
Cannon. They have receiv’d fome Troops from 
Germany ; bur the Duke of Vendome has abfolutely 
cut them off from the Mincio and the Maniuan. 
The 8 Battallions detach’d from Piemont, having 
embark’d at Alexandria, are arriv’d at the Oglio ; 
twill be fome Days before the 12 Squadrons that 


follow them arrive theré. The Count de Medavy 
has receiv'd Order from the Duke of Vendome, 
to joyn thofe Troops with 9 Battallions and 6 Squa- 
drons that he commands on the Oglio, and to ad- 
vance towards the Enemy, to incommode their Rear. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Dec, 22. 

Leiden, Dec. 22. The Letters from Prince Eugene 
of Savoy’s Army, due to Day, are not arriv'd. Bur 
Letters from Trent of the 6th Inftant, advice thar 
General Staremberg had pafs'd through that City, in 
his Way to the Court of Vienna trom Prince Eu- 
gene’s Army ; whence tis conluded Prince Eugene 
defigns to ftay with the Army all this Winter. 

Turin, Nov. 25. The Duke de la Feuiliade has 
withdrawn all his Troops onugof the Caftles and 
Villages about Turin and Afti, to {end them into 
Winter Quarters in the Verceilois and Montferrat 
Men are fet to work to make a Line rouad our Cita- 
del, and his Royal Highnefs Laving refolv'd to repair 
the Out-fortificaticns on the Doria that were damag’d 
by the late Floods, Proclamation has been made that 
thofe ;who will undertake thar Work give in their 
Propofals within 3 Days. The Dutclefs Royal be- 
ing near her Time, publick Prayers are made for her

From the Camp before Nice, Dec. 2. The bad Wea- 
ther we have had for feveral days, has retarded the 
perfecting of the Batteries ; however we hope they 
will be finith’d in 5 or 6 days. Thofe on the Hill of 
St. Charles wers finifh’d 3 days ago, and we are 
working on thofe below Montalbon ; where 50 pieces 
of heavy Cannon will be planted, to batter the 
Works on the Eaft-fide of the Caftle, from the Horn- 
Work to the Sea. The Befieged make a great Fire 
from their Cannon, but wirh little Execution, nor 
abaye 30 Men having been kill’d or wounded fince 
the Bicge began. Count de Laval Collonel of the 
Regiment of Bourbon, has receiv’d a Conrufion on 
pie Ball.

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Dec. 22. 

From the Camp before Nice, Dec. 6. By the 8th 
of this Month we fhall ‘have in Battery 60 Pieces of 
Cannon, twenty four and thirty fix Pounders; with 
15 Mortars that caft Bombs of 500 Weight. The 
furtheft of our Batteries is within 250 Fathom of 
the Caftle. This Caftle is built on the Top of a higin 
Rock, made fo fteep either by Nature or Labour 
that “tis abfolurely impoffible to climb it ; but on the 
fide towards the City the Rock is floping, tho’ pretty 
ftecp too: And that being the only part that can be 
attack’d, the Duke of Savoy has caus’d it to be for- 
tified by 3 works, in the Form of an Amphitheatre 
one about another, with good Dirches, and a double 
Covert-way that is undermin’d. The 4th fome Bar- 
tacks of our Camp, in whith were fome Arms and 
other Amnaunition were accidently burnt.

The Duke of Savoy's Troops 
that had pofted themfelves in the Caftle of Yvoire, 
have abandon’d it, as well becaufe of the Approach 
of Monfieur de Vallieres, as becayfe they had Advice 
the Governour of Maouneillan wanting Provitlons 
had offer'd co futrender that Place ro the Freach, cn 
honourable Conditions, if he were not ‘eliev’d by 
tae end of this Month. 


London, December 18. 

The Tranfport Ships from Barcelona came thence 
under Convoy of 4 Men of War. The Revenge and 
Yarmouth are artiv’d in the Downes ; the Waripight 
is arriv’d at Portimouth : And 24 Tranfports are at- 
riv’d in feveral Ports, But the Nottingham and 16 
Tranfports are ftill wanting. 

The Convoys from Netwfoiundland were the Loo 
and Falkland Prize. The Loo coming in ar the 
Needles on Thurfday laft, was thrown afhore : The 
Commander Captain Bridges, and all the Crew (6 
Men are {aid to be loft,) climb’d up a 
Cliff, and {av’d themfelves. The Ship has loft all her 
Matfts ; but firs whole, and ‘tis hop’d may be got off. 
‘The Falkland is arriv’din the Downes. Inhard Wea- 
ther thefe Convoys were feparated from all the Mer- 
chant Ships they had under their Charge. One of 
thofe Merchant Ships is artiv'd at Plymouth, 1 at 
Weymouth, and 1 at Dartmouth. They came out 
about 4o Sail from Newfoundland : The greateft 
Part of them were bound for Portugal, under Con- 
voy of the Anglefea and another Man of War ; from 
whom thofe bound for England parted by on Way. 

Seven Men of War bound for Holland, Convoys 
ro feveral Merchant Ships ; which Men of War are 
(‘tis faid) to. come back with the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough ; continued in Yarmouth Roads the 14ch In- 
ftant, detain’d by contrary Winds. Aud the Fleer 
from the Eaft Country, confifting of 28 Ships, with 
their Convoys, of whofe Arrival we had an Account 
jaft Week, are kept in the fame Roads by conirary 
Winds. 4 

Yefterday Morning an Exprefs brought Advice to 
4 Merchant of this Cicv, that the Charles Galley 
was arriv'd at Briftcl. She was one of the Jamaica 
Fleer that was {cacte:’d in a Stor.n ; and came from 
New England the 14th of November with the Jer- 
fey Man of War, which bad 4 other Ships of the 
faid Jamaica Fleet under ber Convoy, viz. the John- 
fon Frigate, the Margaret, the London-bridge (which 
was taken ia the Voyage,) and a 4th whofe Name 
we kncw not. 

Yefterday likewife, our Merchants trading to 
Hambourg receiv’d the good News of the Arzival 
of the Hambourg Fleet in Solebay.
